Although the game originated 
in Japan, its worldwide appeal led to a U.S. release—and sorne 
changes were made to the game’s character names and cultural 
references to reach American fans. For a closer match with the 
game, we've followed the game adapters’ choice to localize 
many of the original Japanese references. But for the entertain- 
ment and edification of curious readers, here's some insight into 
the original Japanese. 


Otaku Town, page 42 

Otaku is Japanese for “geek.” It usually refers to an anime/ 
nanga/gamer geek, but it can refer to any kind of geek or 
enthusiast. Anyone Maya’s age or older who likes Steel Samurai, 
for example, could be considered an otaku. An otaku town would 
be a place that has lots of shops and things that would apoea! 

to otaku, like video game stores and maid cafes (cafes where 


the waitresses dress as maids and address their customers as

in Phoenix Wright, the characters’ original names are often

exactly in English. For these three characters, who are original 
to the manga, new names were developed. For example, 
Cammy’s Japanese name is Youko. The “you” is the same as in 
youfuku (clothes), so we named her Cammy, from “camisole.” 
Constance’s Japanese name is Machiko. Machi means “wait,” so 
we named her Constance, because someone who waits faithfully 
Is Constant. And José Montoya’s name inspired our translators 
to be especially creative: The original name is Tomohiko Masaka. 
“Masaka” is Japanese for, “It can’t be!,” “Impossible!,” “No way!,” 
etc. We chose José for its connection to “no way.” And Montoya 
was chosen because of the famous Inigo Montoya from The 
Princess Bride, who is determined to avenge his father.
